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OPPORTUNITIES IN THE IMPERIAL 

VALLEY 


The opportunities offered colored 
men to acquire homes in the Im¬ 
perial valley are without parallel. 
All a man needs is a desire to 
have something, coupled with a 
willingness to work. Land is 
cheap and wages are high. Farm 
laborers receive from $2 to $2,50 
per day; women, $20 to $30 per 
month; cotton pickers receive $1.00 
per hundred for picking cotton. 
Last season a woman and her 
three girls earned $11 per day pick¬ 
ing cotton; there are many instances 
of the kind among the cotton pick¬ 
ers.

The Imperial Valley produces 
the finest long staple cotton on 
earth and will have to furnish the 
world’s supply. The Agricultural 
Department at Washington is urg¬ 
ing the Imperial farmers to plant 
only long staple cotton where 
possible, so that seeds can be pro¬ 
duced in sufficient quantities to 


stop the cultivation of short staple 
cotton.

There is land enough in the val¬ 
ley to support a population of two 
millions. The people of the val¬ 
ley are anxious to have colored 
cotton farmers come in, buy the 
land and develop the cotton in¬ 
dustry which is bound to make 
millions for the producers who 
own the soil. 

For the over-worked, poorly- 
paid cotton farmers of the South, 
the Imperial Valley offers oppor¬ 
tunities nowhere else to be had. 
While wages are twice as high as 
those paid in the South, the cost 
of living is no higher. In the South 
the cotton farmer works twelve 
to fourteen hours per day; hern 
they work ten to twelve hours. 

Every colored farmer who goes 
to the valley and buys a farm, 
will find ready employment at 
$2.25 per day on adjoining farms 
for all of his spare time. 

Opportunities Will Not Last. 

If colored farmers would take 
advantage of the opportunities 
offered them in the Imperial Val¬ 
ley, there is no time to lose. When 
the Panama canal is completed, 
millions of foreigners will come in 
and possess these rich lands and 
not only double the prices but take 
them permanently off the market. 

Every neighborhood has its 
grammar school with nine-month 


terms where each child can be 
properly educated.

LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY IS NOW 
GROWING RAPIDLY 

El Centro, May 7.—That the 
livestock industry in the Imperial 
Valley is growing is shown by the 
fact that there are now about 200,- 
000 head in the irrigated area be- 
between Brawley on the north 
and Calexico on the south. About 
one-half of this number are sheep. 
In round numbers, there are 20,000 
beef cattle, 15,000 dairy cows, 
50,000 hogs and 15,000 horses and 
mules in the valley. 

The alfalfa acreage is steadily 
increasing to keep pace with the 
growth of the stock-raising indus¬ 
try. For this reason, and because 
of the prevailing high price of 
feed, the farmers are making pre¬ 
parations for plating more corn 
this summer than ever before. 


DR. LOCKE PLEADS FOR NE¬ 
GRO BISHOPS 

Dr. Charles Edward Locke, pas¬ 
tor of our Firsj; Church at Los 
Angeles, California, uttered a 
strong word in favor of the elec¬ 
tion of a Negro to the Episcopacy 
in a recent address before the 
preacher’s meeting of his home 
city. 

“Shall a colored Bishop be elected 
for the colored Conferences? Yes. 
Since there are twenty Annual 
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Negro Conferences, with 2000 pas¬ 
tors, and over 350,000 colored 
members; I believe, if the Negroes 
have leaders providentially selected, 
that the time has come to elect 
one, perhaps two, Negro Bishops 
who shall administer the affairs 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
among our Negro members. They 
should be full Bishops, and just 
as Negro preachers are made full 
elders, and serve people of their 
own race, so a full Negro Bishop 
would preside over Negro Confer¬ 
ences. As a cultured man of their 
own number says: ‘Everything else 
being equal, black lips for black 
ears is decidedly preferable/ There 
are natural racial boundaries and 
black people are no more anxious 
to belong to white churches, and 
black preachers to minister over 
white parishes, and black Bishops 
to preside over white Conferences, 
than the white people hesitate to 
have them do it. The Negro is 
working out his own salvation. 
He should have every encourage¬ 
ment and in the end his personality 
will be acknowledged, and he will 
ask favors from no one but God.” 

Continuing Dr. Locke said: 

“Shall there be a union of all 
Methodist denominations: Yes, 
but let it not be precipitated, and 
let none of our Heaven-inspired 
ideals be sacrificed even to bring 
about church union. 

When asked afterward what he 
had in mind when he made this 
statement, Dr. Locke said that 
he had the colored membership 
on his heart and that he would not 
be in favor of any union of Metho¬ 
dist denominations which required 
us to notify our colored membership 
to organize a church of their own.

There are a number of colored 
grocers in the city whose bread 
sales run into hundreds of dollars, 
who would, doubtless, greatly in¬ 
crease their business by using Kin¬ 
ard & Thompson’s bread, cakes 
and pies, as there are none better 
or fresher.

The farm is the source of all 
wealth. The people who own the 
farms own everything.

THE MINISTER’S FEDERATION 
ENDORSES THE LIBERATOR 


At its meeting on April 30th, 
the Minister’s Federation after a 
brief discussion of the article ap¬ 
pearing in this journal recently, 
relating to Rev. Peck’s political 
record, refused to condemn The 
Liberator or re-affirm its endorse¬ 
ment of Rev. Peck. This action 
was based upon the fact that 
The Liberator’s statements were 
true and that this journal had 
acted wholly within its province 
and therefore was guilty of no 
wrong.

He has 
been endorsed by the Federation 
of Colored Ministers of all denomi¬ 
nations, of the city and county 
of Los Angeles. When an attack 
was made upon him in The Lib¬ 
erator, a paper published in this 
city by a colored man, the Federa¬ 
tion, by the unanimous vote of the
